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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants' response filed December 17, 2009 is acknowledged. 
Now, Claims 1-4 and 21-23 are pending. 

2. Claim rejection(s) under 35 (JSC 251 in the previous Office Action 
(Paper No. 20090930 is/are removed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-4 and 21-23 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present claims are allowable for at least the following reason(s) 

over the closest reference: Kuwamura (EP 525 769). 

Kawamura discloses a coating composition comprising an oxyalkylene 
polymer having reactive silyl groups (page 2, lines 30-47). In addition, 
the composition can further comprise a copolymer having a reactive 
silicon group comprising an alkyl (meth)acrylate monomer unit having 
from 1 to 8 carbon atoms in the alkyl moiety thereof and an alkyl 
(meth)acrylate monomer unit having 10 or more carbon atoms in the 
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alkyl moiety thereof (page 4, lines 10-38). Kawamura further teaches 
the use of a polyvinyl chloride powder (page 6, lines 40-41). However, 
Kawamura does not teach or suggest the specific use of a poly(methyl 
methacrylate) powder having a grain diameter ranging from 0.01 to 
300 \im. Furthermore, Applicants show the criticality of the grain 
diameter range as indicated in col. 3, lines 36-44 of US 6 306 966 
issued to the parent application.
